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ARTICLE XXV. 


TETANUS TREATED SUCCESSFULLY WITH THE 
CALABAR BEAN.

Tetanus, in all ages and in all climes, has been justly termed 
incurable. But as science is lavishing her golden gifts on other 
professions, she has not forgotten the department of medicine. 
The disease that we have now under consideration is an affec- 
tion of the excito-motor nerves: we have now deduced from 
pathology a base for therapeutical application. A close an- 
alogy exists between the disease and action of strychnia on the 

-Rervous centres. Since, then, that we have found that the 
Calabar bean is antagonistic to the action of strychnia, may we 
not hope that we can reduce the frightful mortality that always 
has attended tetanus. While a student, I saw a great many 
cases of this disorder, but never was called to treat it until 
about four months ago. You may imagine my feelings when 
I discovered that tetanus had seized my poor patient. 

L. B., a young man, aged 22, was out hunting near Calumet: 
while in the act of loading his gun, or after it was loaded and 
capped, his dog, a fine, noble looking beast, sprang up on him; 
in passing his paws to the ground, they struck the cock, and 
the contents were immediately lodged in the fore-arm and the

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other hand. The right hand was terribly lacerated; all of the 
metacarpal bones were displaced and broken up. I was called 
to the case in an hour after the accident happened, and at once 
came to the conclusion that amputation was absolutely neces- 
sary; but I thought it best to give him the benefit of council, 
and Dr. Wm. H. Horn was sent for, and he agreed with me. 
We lost no time, but commenced to operate at once. Dr. Horn 
administered the chloroform: when the patient became fully 
under the influence of the anesthetic, I performed the opera- 
tion, which is of no interest in this place to describe. The left 
arm received proper attention, and he appeared to be getting 
along finely. On the morning of the 14th of February, 1869, 
just eight days after the operation, I was sent for in great 
haste. I found that tetanus had developed itself. The patient 
complained of intense pain, extending from the lower joint of 
the sternum backward to the spine. Chagrined, as I confess I 
was, I stripped my patient and examined him. I found the 
sternum and lower ribs powerfully retracted by tonic spasm of 
the diaphragm, and much tension of the muscles of the neck 
and jaw. ‘The opisthotonos which was permanent was at times 
increased by violent clonic spasms of the same muscles. I im- 
mediately gave him three drops of Croton oil, and had a fly 
blister laid on the whole course of the spinal column. As soon 
as the bowels acted, I prescribed two grains sulphate of morphia 
every hour. When I visited him again in the evening of the 
same day, I found the symptoms very much increased in se- 
verity. There was a deep hollow at the pit of the stomach, 
and excruciating pain throughout the diaphragmatic region. 
The muscles of the neck were perfectly rigid, and those of the 
back participating in the tetanic spasms. All the joints of the 
trunk of the body seemed anchylosed, so that when he was re- 
moved from the bed he lay in the arms of the attendant like a 
marble statue. He still referred all his pain to the diaphragm. 
The abdomen was forcibly thrust forward and was immovable 
during the respiratory act, which was maintained by the pecto- 
ral muscles. eb. 15th. The disease is rapidly coming to 4 
fatal issue—something must be done. His jaws are completely 
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locked; has voided no urine in the last 24 hours; pulse, 120. 
I at once took a catheter and removed his urine, and at the 
same time took one-third of a grain of the ext. of Calabar bean, 
and dissolved it in 25 drops of water, and injected in the biceps 
muscle of the right arm. In the course of 30 minutes the 
spasm subsided; muscles all became relaxed; and he went to 
sleep for the first time since he was taken. I concluded to 
take advantage of this relaxation. I administered by the mouth 
one-third grain of ext. Calabar been, dissolved in a little water. 
I left him, promising to come back at nine o’clock. I came as 
per promise, and found him sleeping so soundly that his friend 
thought probably that he would never wake again. I told 
them he would soon awaken; accordingly, about 12 o’clock that 
night, he roused up, and said he wanted something to eat. I 
ordered two eggs beaten up in two ounces of brandy, and to be 
taken at once: he drank some beef-tea and went to sleep again. 
' I ordered him a-third of a grain of the ext. Calabar bean, to be 
given at two o’clock, but he slept so soundly that they neg- 
lected to give him the medicine; the result of it was, in the 
morning he was just as bad as ever. The spasm was more vio- 
lent, if anything, than ever. This sudden relapse disappointed 
me, as I thought my patient was out of danger. I accordingly 
injected in the muscles of the right arm, at the biceps, one-half 
grain of morphia and one-half grain of the ext. of Calabar 
bean. In one hour after this, tetanic spasms subsided. I 
ordered the best nourishments that could be procured, and to 
be given freely; the injections were continued every two hours. 
On the evening of the 17th, he became very delirious, and the 
pulse rose to 140. I laid it to an over-dose of the bean; I 
ordered it to be discontinued. I saw him again that same 
evening about 12 o’clock. The poisonous action it seems had 
passed off. I ordered him two grains of morphia by the mouth 
every three hours. During the rest of the night, from that 
time forward, he seemed to get better; but I still continued the 
use of the bean in one-third grain doses, for two weeks. About 
the 10th of March the rigidity of the muscles had subsided, 
and convalescence rapidly ensued. 
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ARTICLE XXVI. 
A NEW DRESSING FOR EQUINO-VARUS.

Having lately treated a case of equino-varus with a new 
dressing, the like of which I never saw, heard or read of, and 
having obtained with it a good result, it perhaps merits a few 
words of description on account of its simplicity. 

The patient was a youth, 14~years of age; the deformity 
having existed for seven years, gradually increasing, until at 
the time when treatment was commenced he was hardly able to 
walk across the room without some kind of support. The mus- 
cles of the leg, especially the anterior, were extremely atro- 
phied; the heel raised nearly two inches, the foot resting on 
the outer side of the dorsum and the external malleolus, the 
toes and foot turned inwards from contraction of the flexor 
brevis digitorum and fassia plantoris, the astragalus partially 
dislocated, forming quite a prominence on the anterior aspect 
of the ankle. While the patient was under the influence of an 
anesthetic, I divided at once the tendo achillis, flexor brevis 
digitorum and fassia plantaris, in the usual manner, then flexed 
the foot forcibly, so as to bring it back as nearly as possible 
into the normal position, and placed it upon a posterior splint 
‘for the first day. At that time the small openings of the sub- 
cutaneous wounds were closed, and as there was hardly any 
pain or tenderness, I applied at once the following dressing: 
I had a shoe made just high enough to embrace the heel firmly, 
lined in front from the toes to the ankle; between the two soles 
was placed a piece of sheet iron cut in the shape and size of 
the sole of the foot, projecting in front in a narrow strip, to 
which could be applied a short strap with a buckle; on the out- 
side of the heel was applied another short strap provided also 
with a buckle; next, two strips of adhesive plaster, three 
inches wide above and one below, were applied from just below 
and in front of the knee, where they met, and of sufficient 
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length to reach to the upper part of the thigh, supported by 
circular strips and a bandage; to the lower end of the adhesive 
strips, two leather straps were attached, punctured by a suffi- 
cient number of holes to reach to the buckles in front and on 
the side. By lacing the shoe firmly, the curving of the foot 
could be gradually overcome, and a firm hold obtained; with 
the anterior strap the toes could be raised and the heel de- 
pressed; with the outside strap the foot could be turned out- 
wards, thus fulfilling every indication. The straps can be 
shortened to any extent, so as to bring the foot in any position 
desired. With this dressing the patient was allowed to walk 
about on the second day, and never experienced any inconve- 
nience whatever. He has now been under treatment four 
weeks. The foot is now almost in the normal position, and the 
muscles of the leg are gaining rapidly in size and strength. 
This dressing can be made use wherever there is a shoemaker 
and blacksmith, and with it almost every case of equino-varus 
can be treated successfully, provided the necessary anatomical 
obstacles are first removed with the knife.

HYPODERMIC INJECTION IN A CASE OF INERTIA 
FROM EXHAUSTION.

Dear EXAMINER:—If you think the following case of suffi- 
cient importance, you may record it. 

Mrs. J., age 43, mother of several children, passed through 
her previous confinement naturally and easy. During her last 
gestation, she had been debilitated greatly, on account of a 
family trouble. She thinks that she passed beyond the usual 
time before the labor commenced. May 9th. Labor appar- 
ently commenced; and an intelligent midwife was in attend- 
ance. After two days, not seeing much progress in the case, 
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the midwife left, with instructions that she be called when nec- 
essary. Patient continued a week having troublesome pains at 
night, with none, scarcely, during the day. During this time 
she obtained but little sleep. May 16th: 10 A.M. Men- 
branes ruptured; an immense quantity of liquor amnii passing 
off. Powerful pains set in after this, but with no results fur- 
ther than to exhaust the patient. Saw her, 9 P.M., same day, 
exhausted, having but slight pains. Found right arm down, 
breech and head to patient’s right, and right side of foetus to 
patient’s left. Foetal heart seemed weak. Introduced hand 
for turning. Os well dilated. Found uterus distensible, and 
foetus somewhat movable. Owing to inertia, I felt certain that 
child could not be delivered rapidly enough by the breech, and 
live, so I tried bringing head down. Returned the arm, and, 
by pressing shoulder up, succeeded in bringing head down into 
3d position; occiput to right acetabulum. Pains increased 
sufficient to keep it in position, but did not propel it onward in 
the least. Stimulation seemed only to increase her suffering. 
No rest possible, owing to pain. Waited from 9.30 P.M. to 1 
A.M., and no advance. Patient weak and very restless. Gave 
hypodermic inj.—morph. sulph, gr. §. In ten minutes, patient 
was quiet, and slept considerable during the next half hour. 
40 minutes after the inj. was given, pains commenced, and in 
20 minutes more, a child weighing 93 tbs was born. Head 
more ossified than natural. Mother did well. No hemorrhage. 
Two turns of cord drawn tightly about the neck of child, and 
pulsation nearly ceased. Artificial respiration and other efforts 
succeeded in restoring life after 830 minutes. During this time 
it took but one or two gasps of its own accord, and heart action 
was very weak at times. Both doing well.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DRUGS AND 
MEDICINES. 


READ TO THE ILL. StaTE MepicaL Society, June 19, 1869.

The constitution of the Society requires the Committee on 
“Drugs and Medicines” to report “on all the improvements 
and discoveries in Pharmacy and Materia Medica, effected during 
the year, and on all subjects connected with the sophistication 
and sale of drugs and medicines.” 

Two well defined duties are thus enjoined on the Committee. 
One to examine and report on the merits of such new remedial 
agents as may have been discovered or brought into notice 
during the year; and the other to notice the practice of mixing 
and adulteration of drugs. Following strictly the require- 
ments under the first head we should have very little to report, 
for it is probable that the actual discoveries and improvements 
in the list of medicines during the past year have been few. 

Still it may be profitable to call your attention to some 
articles, which if not new have been applied to new purposes, 
or used in new forms and combinations. For whatever im- 
provements may have been made in Pharmacy during the past 
year, your Committee would refer members of the Society to 
the volume of Transactions of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, recently published, and to be had in this city from 
E. H. Sargent, Druggist, corner of State and Randolph streets. 
It is a volume replete with useful information in reference to 
Pharmaceutical processes, inferior drugs, adulterations, drug 
laws and tariffs, etc., ete. 

We do not think it proper to copy for re-publication extracts 
on these topics. 

We will touch only on one subject connected with Pharmacy. 
During the last few years there has been a rapidly increasing 
tendency on the part of Pharmaceutists to manufacture and 
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urge upon the public and the profession proprietory compounds, 
such as Elixirs, Concentrated Powders, Fluid Extracts, ete. 

And in the opinion of your Committee the members of the 
profession have been too ready to adopt and use such prepar- 
ations in practice. In the opinion of the Chairman of your 
Committee, this has been a prominent evil. 

Ist. The use of such compounds, instead of the officinal 
articles of the Pharmacopeeia, destroys all uniformity in use of 
drugs by different practitioners, and makes it extremely difficult 
to compare the results of medication in the same forms of 
disease by different practitioners. 

2nd. There is no security for the continued uniformity in 
the strength of such compounds. 

3rd. The use of such proprietory compounds by the pro- 
fession, gives to manufacturers and druggists greatly increased 
influence in imposing them on the community as popular 
remedies. 

4th. Their use by physicians tends strongly to beget care- 
lessness in prescribing, that is, carelessness in adjusting the 
exact proportion of each ingrediemt in a compound prescription, 
to the condition of individual patients. 

Having at hand a compound of quinine, strychnine, iron, 
etc., it makes a strong inducement to give the same to A, B, 
and C, though, in fact, A needs only one grain of quinine to 
five of iron, and C needs two of quinine to two of iron. We 
hold that it is one of the most delicate and important duties 
of the physician to adjust the proportion of all compound 
prescriptions to the pathological condition of each patient. 
And his success in the cure of disease depends as much on his 
skill in this respect as on his selection of the remedies he shall 
use. 

The true duty of the pharmaceutist and druggist is to furnish 
the profession with individual articles of the Materia Medica in 
their purest, most concentrated, and most convenient forms, 
leaving the physician to combine them to suit each of his 
patients. In relation to individual new remedies we will only 
allude briefly to the following: 
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1. Punririzp Oprum—Svapyia. 

An article bearing the above titles has been brought promin- 
ently to the notice of the profession by Dr. J. M. Bigelow, of 
Detroit; and manufactured by Frederick Stearns, of that city. 
It is claimed that this article consists of the morphia, narceia, 
and codeia of the opium, in their natural proportions and com- 
binations; while the thebaine, pappaverine, narcotine, and 
woody fibre are entirely excluded. 

Dr. Bigelow represents it as containing all the anodyne and 
soporific properties of opium, without the tendency to leave 
nausea and other unpleasant effects to the same extent as 
either the opium or morphia. If there is any advantage, however, 
to be derived from a combination of the morphia, narceia, and 
codeia, we see no reason why each physician should not combine 
them in just such proportions as his patient may need. 

2. SWEET QUININE. 

This is another article prepared by Dr. Bullock from the 
Peruvian bark, and is represented to possess all the medicinal 
properties of the sulphate of quinine, without its bitterness. Its 
chief recommendation is the greater ease of administration, 
especially to children. It appears to be simply the alkaloid 
quinia so mixed with the extract of liquorice that when given 
in water or simple syrup it has comparatively little bitterness. 
But if mixed with either acids or alkolies its bitterness is fully 
developed. It may be given for the same purposes, and in the 
same doses, that we use the sulphate of quinine. 

3. CarRsoLic ACID. 

The uses of Carbolic Acid as an external and local appli- 
cation are sufficiently familiar to the profession, but its internal 
administration has attracted but little attention until the past 
year. From the trials made with it thus far, it would seem 
that when given in moderate doses it was capable of relieving 
flatulency, arresting fermentation in the alimentary canal, and 
correcting offensive secretions. It has also been found to lessen 
the amount of lithates in the urine. It will probably be found 
valuable in certain cases of indigestion, and in some stages of 
typhoid fever and dysentery. As a local application in the form

of spray, it is very valuable in correcting offensiveness of the 
secretions from the throat and nostrils in diphthentic, catarrhal, 
and syphilitic inflammations of those parts. One difficulty in 
prescribing carbolic acid is the uncertain strength of the prepar- 
ations kept in the drug stores. 

The crystals of carbolic acid deliquesce so rapidly when 
exposed to the air that druggists are often embarrassed in 
weighing them for use in prescriptions, and there is no recog- 
nized solution of uniform strength. 

Although the crystals deliquesce rapidly into a liquid, yet 
water will hold in solution properly only a limited quantity of 
the acid either before or after deliquescence. It is very desira- 
ble that all druggists should keep a true saturated solution of 
known and uniform strength. Such a solution may be given 
internally in doses of from four to eight miniums. 

4. PrRoxipE oF HYDROGEN. 

The attention of the profession has been called to the 
medicinal properties of this article by Dr. B. W. Richardson, 
of London, and others, in such terms as to justify a passing 
notice. 

It has been administered internally in diabetes and other 
diseases of debility or general cachexy. 

It is supposed to be capable of increasing the amount of 
active oxygen in the system, and, consequently, promoting the 
oxydation of the tissues and the rapidity of organic changes. 

If this supposition is true, it should constitute an efficient 
alterative and tonic. 

Several cases of diabetes milatus are reported in the medical 
periodicals as having been cured by its use, and Dr. Richardson 
proposes it as a substitute for mercury and iodine in the treat- 
ment of constitutional forms of syphilis and scrofula. The 
liquid, as prepared by chemists, may be given in doses of from 
one to four fluid drachms, repeated three times a day. 

5. Ozonic ETHER. 

This is another article that has been brought into notice 
during the last few months, chiefly as a remedy for diabetes. 
It is simply an ethereal solution of the peroxide of hydrogen, 
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and consequently may be used for all the purposes for which 
that substance is applicable, as stated in the foregoing para- 
graph. The dose is from ten to thirty minims three or four 
times a day in water. 

6. CasTANEA VESEA—CHESNUT LEAVES. 

Dr. Nuziker, of Cincinnati, has recently published the state- 
ment that the infusion of the leaves of the Chesnut, drank 
freely, is capable of mitigating the severity and greatly lessen- 
ing the duration of hooping-cough. He makes a simple infusion 
of the leaves, sweetens it with sugar or syrup, and allows the 
patient to use it as a drink. 

It is worthy of further trial. 

This list might be further extended, but not with much profit 
to members of this Society. While we should carefully avoid 
being seduced by every novelty in the way of new remedies, we 
should be equally careful to give all such as are based on any 
reasonable chemical or physiological grounds a fair and patient 
trial. For information concerning the adulteration, sophisti- 
cation, etc., of drugs, and a variety of other kindred matters, 
your Committee would refer to the published Transactions of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, which may be had 
of E. H. Sargent, druggist, of this city.

The Secretary, in behalf of the Committee of Publication, 
made the following report, which was accepted and placed on 
file :— 

The undersigned, on behalf of the Committee of Publication, 
would respectfully report as follows:—As soon after the papers 
and reports presented at the last meeting of the Society were 
in possession of the Committee, as possible, they were put to 
press. Those presented by Dr. E. Powell were not placed in 
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the hands of the Committee, and, consequently, could not ap- 
pear in the Transactions. Two hundred copies were printed, 
and copies sent to all who were reported as having paid the 
annual assessment, and also to the several medical journals in 
the country. Near one hundred copies are left, thirty of which 
are in the hands of the Treasurer, and the balance are in pos- 
session of the Permanent-Secretary. The cost of the publica- 
tion was $169 68, as will appear from the report of the Treas- 
urer.

On motion, the Committee was continued to report at next an- 
nual meeting. 

Committee on Staphyloraphy—Dr. Moses Gunn, of Chicago, 
Chairman. Report ready, and made the special order for 3 
o'clock P.M. 

Dr. D. L. Jewett, of Watseka, member of the Committee on 
Practical Medicine, read a paper as a supplement to the report 
of the Chairman of that Committee. On motion of Dr. 8. W. 
Noble, the paper was accepted and referred to the Committee 
of Publication. The Chairman of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments read invitations from the Cook County Hospital, the 
Mercy Hospital, the Marine Hospital, the Chicago Medical 
College, and the Rush Medical College, to visit those institu- 
tions, at such times as the Society might deem proper. 

On motion of Dr. F. B. Haller, the invitations were ac- 
cepted, and the time and order of visiting the several institu- 
tions referred to the Committee of Arrangements. 

An invitation was extended to all the members of the So- 
ciety, and their ladies, to attend a reception at the residence 
of Dr. N. S. Davis, on Wednesday evening. 
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On motion of Dr. 8S. W. Noble, the delegates from each 
county were instructed to select one of their number to act as 
a member of the Committee on Nominations, and to report the 
same to the Secretary on the reassembling of the Society at 3 
o'clock P.M. Adjourned. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

8 o'clock P.M., Society called to order, the President, Dr. 8S. 
T. Trowbridge in the Chair. 

The Secretary stated that the following names had been 
reported as members of the Nominating Committee :—

Dr. H. B. Buck, of Springfield, Chairman of the Committee 
on Obstetrics and Diseases of Females, read his report at length. 

Dr. Corliss, of New York, remarked that his experience had 
led him to regard placenta previa as of very rare occurrence. 
He also related two cases of inversion of the uterus. The first 
died from loss of blood, within five minutes after his arrival. In 
the second case, the womb was returned to its natural position, 
and the patient recovered. The report of Dr. Buck was ac- 
cepted and referred to the Committee of Publication. 

Dr. N. 8. Davis having filled the office of Permanent-Secre- 
tary twelve years tendered his resignation. 

On motion of Dr. H. Noble, the resignation was accepted, 
and the thanks of the Society unanimously tendered to Dr. 
Davis, for the faithful manner in which he had so long dis- 
charged the duties of his office. 

Dr. Hamill, Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, 
announced that Dr. E. A. Clarke, of St. Louis, Mo., would ex- 
hibit to the Society, at 9 o’clock A.M., models of his improved 
apparatus for dressing fractures of the extremities, etc.

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Dr. Hurd, of Galesburg, stated that he had nearly completed 
his special report on Aphasia, when his work was interrupted 
by sickness. 

On motion of Dr. T. D. Fitch, Dr. Hurd was requested to 
complete his report and transmit it to the Committee of Publi- 
cation. 

Dr. Moses Gunn read his report on Staphyloraphy, in which 
the surgical operations hitherto performed for the closure of 
cleft-palate were described, and the benefits resulting therefrom 
impartially considered. The chief benefit to be derived from 
an operation in these cases is the improvement of speech. And 
in this respect the writer thought the amount of benefit result- 
ing in the majority of cases was very small; so small, indeed, 
as to render the operation one of doubtful propriety. 

Dr. Corliss mentioned a case operated on by Dr. G. Buck, 
of New York, and presented before the New York State Medi- 
cal Society, in which the speech was restored very perfectly, 
with the aid of an instrument fitted by Dr. Kingsbury, a den- 
tist of that city. 

Dr. Fitch stated that a paper had been read on this subject 
at the recent meeting of the American Medical Association, by 
Dr. Whitehead, of New York; and the conclusions arrived at 
in reference to the benefits resulting from surgical operations 
were similar to those in the report just read. 

Dr. Davis suggested that the improvement in speech made 
in the case presented by Dr. Buck was owing to the dental in- 
strument, and not to the surgical operation performed by Dr. 
Buck. 

On motion, the report of Dr. Gunn was accepted and referred 
to the Committee of Publication. 

Dr. J. S. Hildreth, of Chicago, read a paper on the means 
for improving the results of the operations for cataract. After 
some remarks from Dr. E. Powell, the paper of Dr. Hildreth 
was referred to the Committee of Publication. 

A resolution from the McLean County Medical Society was 
read, inviting the State Society to hold its next annual meeting 
at Bloomington. It was referred to Committee on Nominations. 
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Dr. J. O. Hamilton, of Jerseyville, exhibited a specimen of 
calcarious matter, from the uterine surface of a placenta. Dr. 
G. W. Albin, of Neoga, presented a malformed female foetus, 
with a slender projection from the forehead, somewhat resem- 
bling a penis. 

On motion, the Society adjourned until 9 o’clock A.M. 

WEDNESDAY, JUNE 19TH, 1869—SECOND DAY. 

The Society was called to order by the President, at 9 o’clock 
A.M. The reading of the minutes was dispensed with, and the 
special order for the morning taken up. 

Dr. E. A. Clarke, of St. Louis, presented his apparatus for 
the treatment of fractures of the upper and lower extremities 
and of the lower jaw, and gave an interesting account of their 
application. Dr. Corliss made some remarks in regard to the 
advantage of having surgical appliances simple as possible in 
their construction, and strongly commended the use of starch 
bandages in the treatment of fractures. 

On motion of Dr. Hamill, a vote of thanks was given to Dr. 
E. A. Clarke, for the exhibition of his apparatus. 

Dr. A. Van Dyke, of Oswego, New York, was introduced to 
the Society by Dr. Corliss, and was elected a member by invit- 
ation. 

The Committee on Nominations, through the Secretary, 
made a report. 

Dr. J. C. Corbus, of Mendota, moved that the report of the 
Committee be amended, by striking out Bloomington and in- 
serting Dixon, as the next place of meeting. After some dis- 
cussion, in which Drs. Corbus, Hunt, of Dixon, Cook, H. Noble 
took part, the amendment was carried by a vote of ayes 16, 
noes 15. The report of the Committee was then referred back 
for attention of the Committee of Arrangements and Assistant- 
Secretary. It was again reported and adopted as follows :—

On motion, a vote of thanks was tendered to the McLean Co. 
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Medical Society for its invitation to hold the next Annual 
Meeting in Bloomington. 

Dr. Edwin Powell, of Chicago, presented a special report on 
Lithotomy, giving only a verbal synopsis. After some remarks 
by Dr. E. A. Clarke, and others, the report was referred to the 
Committee of publication. 

Dr. N. 8. Davis, of Chicago, read the report from the 
Standing Committee on Drugs and Medicines. 

Dr. J. V. Z. Blaney remarked that the Peroxide of Hydrogen 
acted on the animal organization by super-oxydation of all the 
tissues. He explained the distinction between the Ozonized or 
active Oxygen, and the Beta or passive Oxygen. He further 
suggested that the Permanganate of Potassa in solution pos- 
sessed all the medicinal properties of the Peroxide Hydrogen, 
and was accessible to the whole profession. 

Dr. Davis suggested that the Potassa in the Permanganate 
might be objectionable in some aplastic conditions of the system. 
Dr. Blaney replied that the addition of a few drops of Nitric 
Acid to the solution would obviate any objection of that kind. 

Dr. E. Ingalls, of Chicago, stated that he had used the 
Permanganate of Potassa with great benefit in bad cases of 
Diphtheritic deposits in the throat and air-passages. 

Dr. M. 0. Heydock, of Chicago, stated that of all the cases 
of Diabetes treated with Permanganate of Potassa and Peroxide 
Hydrogen, only one to two appear to have been really success- 
ful. He had used the Permanganate of Potassa in Diphtheria 
with only indifferent success. Had used a solution of from 
three to four grains to the ounce of water, as a douche in nasal 
catarrh with offensive discharge, with much benefit. 

On motion the report was referred to the Committee of 
Publication. 

Dr. E. L. Holmes, Chairman of the Committee on Ophthal- 
mology, presented and read his report, which was refered to 
the Committee of Publication. 

On motion the Society adjourned until nine o’clock, A.M., 
the afternoon to be spent in visiting the Hospitals and Colleges. 

At half-past two o’clock P.M., the Members of the Society, 
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under. the direction of Drs. Hamill and Davis, took the street 
cars for the County Hospital. They were received and con- 
ducted through that institution by Drs. Fitch, Bevan, and 
Hildreth, of the Hospital Staff. They next made a short visit 
to the Chicago Medical College, where they were received and 
conducted through the Institution by N. 8. Davis, President of 
the College. At four o’clock they arrived at the Hospital of 
the Sisters of Mercy, where they were received by Drs. 
Andrews and Davis, and after examining the different wards 
they were conducted into the reception room, where the sisters 
had unexpectedly provided a generous collation. After having 
done ample justice to this, and given a vote of thanks in return, 
they again entered the street cars and proceeded to the Marine 
Hospital, where they were cordially received by Dr. E. C. 
Rogers and his Assistants. From thence they proceeded to 
the Rush Medical College, and were kindly shown through its 
halls by Dr. E. Ingalls. This closed the work of the afternoon. 


In the evening, the Members of the Society and a few invited 
guests, enjoyed a very pleasant social entertainment at the 
residence of Dr. N. 8S. Davis. 


THURSDAY MORNING—THIRD DAY. 


The Society was called to order at nine o'clock A.M., by 
the President. The reading of the minutes by the Secretary 
was dispensed with. 

Dr. E. Ingalls exhibited an instrument for returning the funis 
when prolapsed and retaining it until the labor is sufficiently 
advanced. He also read a report on Lenient Medication, or 
Conservatism in Medicine. 

The report was received and referred to the Committee of 
Publication. 

Dr. J. H. Hollister, Chairman of the Committee on Nec- 
rology, read a report embracing a biographical sketch of the 
late Prof. Wm. B. Herrick, one of the founders of this Society. 
The report was accepted and referred to the Committee of 
Publication. 

Dr. E. Andrews, of Chicago, read a short report on the value 
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of mixing Oxygen with Nitrous Oxide for inhalation as an 
anesthetic. He gave the results of several experiments tend- 
ing to establish the fact that the addition of a small proportion 
of Oxygen to Nitrous Oxide rendered it less dangerous for 
protracted use, and yet did not prevent it from producing 
complete anesthesia. 

Dr. T. D. Fitch discussed the comparative danger from the 
use of Chloroform and Ether; expressing the opinion that the 
latter was very little less dangerous than the former. 

Dr. Andrews thought the danger from inhalation of Ether 
only one tenth that from Chloroform. 

Dr. E. Powell stated the fact that a few years since he saw 
the Ether administered to a patient in the Hospital at Boston, 
Massachusetts, who died directly from the effects of the in- 
halation. 

Dr. B. Durham mentioned the case of a lady who inhaled 
Ether several months since, and is still suffering severe cerebral 
symptoms in consequence. 

Dr. J. S. Hildreth stated that the inhalation of absolutely 
pure Ether was quite safe, but many of the samples found in the 
drug stores were unfit to use. 

Dr. Moses Gunn thought the gases had not yet been tested 
sufficiently, and that we must, at present, choose between the 
Chloroform and Ether as anesthetics for surgical purposes. 
Until within the last six months he had used Chloroform almost 
exclusively, but had been finally induced to give Ether the 
preference on account of its greater safety and more stimulating 
qualities. 

Dr. J. H. Hollister thought a mixture of two parts Ether 
and one Chloroform preferable to either alone. 

Dr. J. 8. Jones coincided with Dr. Hollister. 

Dr. J. V. Z. Blaney stated that he had examined many 
specimens of Ether from the best drug houses here, and such as 
is being used for inhalation. The best specimens contained 
only from 60 to 70 per cent of pure Ether. The specimens of 
Chloroform were more nearly pure. 

Dr. E. Ingalls thought the paper of Dr. Andrews calculated 
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to produce unnecessary fears by placing the ratio of deaths 
from Chloroform too high. 

Dr. Bane related a case of death from Chloroform that he 
saw under the care of Dr. F. H. Hamilton, of New York. 

The paper of Dr. E. Andrews was referred to the Committee 
of Publication. 

The report of Dr. R. J. Patterson, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Insanity, was received and read by the Secretary, 
and referred to the Committee of Publication. 

Dr. E. Ingalls offered the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted— 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Members of this Society 
the Legislation recommended by the Committee on Insanity is 
judicious. 

On motion of Dr. Blaney, a Committee of three was appointed 
to memorialize the next Legislature in favor of the passage of 
the law recommended in the report and endorsed by the fore- 
going resolution. 

The President appointed as such Committee Drs. R. J. 
Patterson, of Batavia, E. Ingalls, of Chicago, and H. H. 
Roman, of Springfield, 

Dr. Corliss, the delegate from the New York State Medical 
Society, in taking leave of the Society made some appropriate 
remarks. 

Dr. E. Ingalls responded, and offered a vote of thanks to the 
New York State Society for sending a delegate to meet with 
us, which was unanimously adopted. 

On motion, Dr. W. C. Lyman, of Chicago, was appointed a 
Special Committee on Laryngoscopy. 

Dr. T. D. Fitch called up the amendments to the constitution 
of the Society proposed by him at the last annual meeting, and 
printed in the transactions for 1868. 

On motion, the first section as printed was unanimously 
adopted as an additional clause to the present constitution. 

The second section being under consideration, Dr. E. Ingalls 
moved to strike out all relating to Membership of Local 
Societies. The motion led to a discussion, which was par- 
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ticipated in by Drs. Ingalls, Hollister, Fenn, Fitch, Davis, 
Blaney, Haller, Hildreth, and Miller. 

Dr. Hildreth called for a division of the question, but on 
motion the second and third clauses of the proposed amend- 
ments were laid on the table until the next Annual Meeting of 
the Society. 

Dr. N. 8. Davis, from the Special Committee appointed for 
that purpose, laid before the Society the following communi- 
cation from the American Medical Association :— 


“Dr. Davis, Chairman of the Committee on Various Proposi- 
tions and Communications from Medical Societies, etc., offered 
the following report. The resolutions were adopted and re- 
ferred to the Committee of Publication :— 


Report of the Committee on Various Propositions and Commu- 
nications from Medical Societies, ete. 

After a fair examination of the various propositions concern- 
ing medical education, medical legislation, and ethical regula- 
tions for medical colleges, referred to your committee, we 
respectfully submit the following report :— 


Wuerzas, The history of medical legislation in the various 
States of this Union, clearly shows that no reliance can be 
placed on either the uniformity or the permanency of any laws 
relating to the practice of medicine; and 

Wuereas, The results of all the efforts made during the last 
twenty-five years, to elevate the standard of medical education 
through concert of action among the numerous medical colleges 
of this country, have proved with equal clearness that such 
concert of action in an efficient manner is unattainable, there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That whatever is done to establish and maintain a 
just and fair standard of medical education throughout our 
whole country, must be done by the profession itself, through 
its own voluntary organizations, in the same manner that it 
now establishes and enforces its code of ethics. The profession 
is as competent to declare, through its representatives in the 
national, state, and local societies, what shall be the standard 
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_ of attainments for those to be recognized and admitted into its 
ranks, and to establish the boards or agencies by which compli- 
ance with such standard shall be ascertained, as it is to declare 
what shall be the ethical rules governing the conduct of those 
already admitted. 

Resolved, That this Association earnestly requests each State 
Medical Society to appoint annually one or more Boards of Ex- 
aminers, composed of five thoroughly competent members, whose 
duty it shall be to meet at suitable times and places, for the ex- 
amination of all persons, whether graduates of colleges or not, 
who propose to enter upon the practice of medicine in their 
respective States, except such as have been previously exan- 
ined and licensed by a similar Board in some other State. 

Resolved, That each State Medical Society be requested to 
make such regulations concerning the pay of the Boards of 
Examiners, and the fee to be charged for a license to practise, 
that the former shall in no case depend on the amount received 
from the latter. 

Resolved, That each State Medical Society be requested to 
require its Examining Board or Boards to exact of every ap- 
plicant for examination, adequate proof that he has a proper 
general education; is twenty-one years of age, and has pur- 
sued the study of medicine three full years, one-half of which 
time shall have been in some regularly organized Medical Col- 
lege, whose curriculum embraces adequate facilities for didactic, 
demonstrative, and hospital clinical instruction. 

Resolved, That each State Medical Society be requested to 
act on the foregoing propositions at the next regular annual 
meeting after the reception of copies of the same, and if ap- 
proved and adopted by the State Medical Societies of two-thirds 
of the States, this Association shall deny representatives from 
all organizations who longer refuse to comply with the same, 
and shall recommend the State Societies to do the same, and all 
persons who, after that date, seek to enter upon the practise of 
medicine without first receiving a license from State Board of 
Examiners, shall be treated ethically as irregular practitioners. 

Resolved, That in adopting the foregoing resolutions, by 
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which it is proposed to treat the medical college diploma the 
same as the diploma of any literary college, this Association is 
actuated by no desire to injure the medical schools of our 
country. On the contrary, by the adoption of the fourth reso- 
lution at the same time that the value of the mere college di- 
ploma is practically nullified, it is the desire, and confident 
expectation, that those institutions will be greatly benefited; 
because they will be forced to rival each other in the extent and 
efficiency of their courses of instruction, instead of the number 
of diplomas which they can annually distribute. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Resolved, That a special committee of three be appointed by 
the President to present copies of the resolutions adopted be- 
fore the several State Medical Societies at as early a period as 
possible.

After the communication had been read, owing to the im- 
portance of the subject and the nearness of the hour of final 
adjournment, it was moved that the preamble and resolutions 
be referred to a Special Committee of three, with instructions 
to report at the next Annual Meeting of this Society. The 
motion was adopted, and the President appointed as such Com- 
mittee Drs. N. S. Davis, of Chicago, David Prince, of Jackson- 
ville, and S. W. Noble, of Bloomington. 

Dr. J. S. Hildreth offered the following resolution as an 
addition to the bye-laws of the Society :— 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Chairman of every 
Committee of this Society to invite all other Members of his 
Committee, at least three months before the next Annual Meet- 
ing of the Society, to contribute to the report to be made by 
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the Committee. And further, he shall submit the report to all 
other Members of the Committee who have signified a desire to 
take part in the same, for their action. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The Society then proceeded to elect delegates to various 
Medical Societies.

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CONCERNING THE ACTION OF OPIUM UPON THE 
UTERUS, AND PARTICULARLY AS A 
PARTURIENT AGENT.

‘Parturition consists in the expulsion of the foetus and its 
appendages from the cavity of the uterus, and ends in the sep- 
aration of the child and the mother” (Churchill). It is accom- 
plished by means of non-striated contractile fibres, which are 
practically muscular, and ‘constitute what is generally termed 
‘“‘the muscular coat of the uterus.” These fibres are arranged 
in longitudinal, oblique, and (circular) transverse directions. 
The two first predominate in the body, and the latter in the 
cervix, and particularly in the “‘os uteri externum.”’ 

Before the expulsive contractions commence, which terminate 
the process, these circular fibres should relax, and the “os” 
become widely dilated; but irregular contractions of the differ- 
ent sets of fibres, or contractions of the circular alone (constitu- 
ting false pains), or rigidity of the ‘“‘os uteri,’”’ due to tonic con- 
traction of its circular fibres, often prevent this physiological 
dilatation, and prove the source of great distress to the patient 
and annoyance to the obstetrician. 

It was in cases of this character that I discovered in opium 
a valuable parturient agent. I will narrate a few cases which 
will illustrate how it became manifest to me:— 

Case I. Mrs H., about 25, a strong and healthy woman, 
primipara, was taken in labor, 2 P.M., July 15th, 1862. Saw 
her soon after. Pains frequent, and of moderate severity; 0s 
dilated sufficiently to admit the point of the index-finger. Head 
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presenting in first position. Left her for half an hour, and 
upon returning found her condition unchanged. Visited her at 
intervals until late in the evening, when, no progress having 
been made, ordered antimon. et potass.-tart., gr. }, every half 
hour. Went home, leaving directions that I should be sent for 
if any change occurred. Messenger came to me about 2 A.M., 
16th. No further dilatation. She complained very much of 
the severity of the pains. Tartar emetic, gr. }, every half hour. 
No improvement resulting, and nausea being constant, it was 
discontinued in the morning; and a stream of warm water was 
thrown upon the os, by means of a Davidson’s syringe, for half 
an hour. This was repeated three times during the morning. 

2 P.M. Still no dilatation. Patient a little feverish, and 
complaining of being very tired and sleepy. Ordered morph. 
sulph., }th, and left her to get a little sleep, while I went to at- 
tend to other engagements. Returning about an hour after, I 
found mother and child comfortably asleep side by side. About 
half an hour after taking the morphine she had a hard expulsive 
pain; and before any one could leave the house the child was 
born. The pains had not changed in character until just before 
the termination of the labor, nor had she been asleep. 

CasE II. Mrs. O., 35, multipara. Previous confinement 
easy. Taken in labor with her fourth child, November, 1863. 
Pains of same character as in Case I., for 16 hours producing 
little dilatation. At 1 A.M., gave morph. sulph., gr. 4, hoping 
to quiet the pains. Left for home, a short distance away, and 
retired at once. Just as I was getting asleep, a messenger 
came for me in hot haste, stating that the child was born. 
Hastily dressing, I returned in time to remove the placenta. 
Less than three-fourths of an hour had elapsed since I quitted 
the house. She had but one pain, of different character from 
those which had tormented her so long unavailingly, previous 
to taking the morphine. 

Case III. Mrs. W., about 24, primipara, sent for me early 
in the evening. Being absent from home, my former partner, 
Dr. F. D. Leute, of Cold Spring, N. Y., answered the summons. 
Upon my return I went to relieve the Doctor. There was no 
dilatation, although the pains had been recurring for some time. 
We gave her morph. sulph., gr. $. and went home, giving direc- 
tions to send for me should any change occur. 

On the following day, I learned that about half an hour after 
our departure she was seized with severe expulsive pains, which 
aera the labor before a messenger could be dispatched 
after me. 
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It is obvious that morphine was given in these cases, as it is 
usually given by the profession, if at all, with the intention of 
obtaining a respite from the pains, in the hope that when they 
returned they would be more efficient. I was surprised in each 
case at the result; although in the first I attributed it to the 
repeated use of the warm douche, from its recognized power 
in certain cases of this character. In the succeeding cases [ 
was obliged to look for a different explanation, and at length 
concluded that the morphine increased the expulsive power of 
the body of the uterus to a degree sufficient to overcome the 
circular fibres and connecting tissue of the ‘‘os uteri.’”’ Further 
light was thrown upon the subject by the following case :— 

CasE IV. Mrs. G., 28, multipara. In labor a number of 
hours. Os uteri remaining about half dilated, and rigid. Gave 
morph. sulph., gr. +. About half an hour after, while making 
an examination during a pain, my first and second fingers being 
applied to opposite sides of the os, in order that I might observe 
the effect of the pain upon its hitherto unyielding tissues, I was 
surprised to feel it easily dilating.* 

In this case, I suspected that while opium stimulated the 
fibres of the body of the uterus (longitudinal and oblique), it 
also relaxed the circular fibres of the os. Further observation, 
in a large number of cases of varied character, has convinced 
me that opium, instead of having a general anodyne effect upon 
the uterus, possesses this special power as a parturient agent. 
I say general anodyne effect, for while it sometimes quites uter- 
ine contractions (witness its universal use for this purpose), yet 
it is in those cases in which the circular fibres are called into 
action alone, or where the longitudinal an1 oblique fibres con- 
tract irregularly—in short, in false pains. I am fully persuaded 
that opium never did or can arrest a physiological labor. 

I have many times been called to cases in which the pains 
have returned regularly and with increasing intensity for a 
number of hours, without producing dilatation to any extent; 
and, after giving a full opiate, have had the satisfaction of find- 
ing a marked improvement, after sufficient time had elapsed 


*I will add, for the benefit of those interested in the discussion which some 
time since appeared in the columns of one of our medical journals, concerning 
the propriety of making forcible attempts to dilate the os with the fingers, that 

have for several years practised it, and think that I have shortened the first 
stage of labor many times thereby. In cases where the anterior lip has not 
been fully dilated after expulsive pains began, I have also shortened the second 
stage, by fo pressing upon it until it receded beyond the presenting 
portion of the head, even after it had become edematous. The rationale is 
_— simple: the tissues being subjected to increased pressure, relax sooner 
than they otherwise would. 
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for its absorption, the patient having even harder contractions, 
with less distress than before, and the os uteri being speedily 
dilated. 

During the first stage of a physiological labor, I believe that 
the circular fibres of the os are passively relaxed, and that the 
active, usually gentle, contraction of the fibres of the body of 
the uterus serves to overcome the resistance which the tissues 
of the cervix and os present to dilatation. 

Nov, if the circular fibres of the os retain their tonicity, or if 
they contract with those of the body during a pain (and I have 
felt them contracting in a number of cases), no dilatation can 
be effected; or, at any rate, it will be with great difficulty, and 
the resulting distress will be greater than when they offer only 
the minimum amount of resistance. 

The cases above narrated and referred to have taught me 
that opium possesses the power of relaxing the circular fibres, 
at least of the os, and of stimulating the longitudinal and oblique 
fibres into active contraction. It is upon these principles that 
opium is exhibited in dysmenorrhcea, when it is dependent upon 
spasmodic contractions of the circular fibres; or where it is 
owing to the presence of “menstrual decidua,”’ clots, etc. 

In abortions it is an invaluable remedy, facilitating dilatation, 
diminishing hemorrhage, promoting the expulsion of the pla- 
centa, and lessening suffering. 

Ergot, on the other hand, by causing contraction of the cir- 
cular fibres, retains the placenta, and, therefore, should rarely 
be given (in abortion) until after the foetus and secundines have 
been expelled. 

Placenta Previa.—I have used opium in three cases of pla- 
centa previa, one at the sixth month, and two at term, saving 
the mother in each instance. In another case, I attempted to 
turn, but, having made an erroneous diagnosis as to position, 
the placenta being planted directly over the os uteri, I intro- 
duced the wrong hand, and, failing to get hold of the feet prop- 
erly, so as to bring them down, I detached the (entire) placenta, 
rather than lose time by changing hands. I mistook a R. Occip. 
Post. fora L. O. Anter. position. The hemorrhage ceased at 
once, and the mother subsequently did well. 

I think that opium meets two important indications in pla- 
centa previa: 1. It facilitates dilatation, thus shortening the 
period of greatest danger. 2. It promotes the expulsive power 
of the uterus. It also serves to lessen hemorrhage by a special 
hemostatic action. 

It is an interesting fact, that in-one of these cases, when the 
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respiration was reduced to four in the minute by cumulative ac- 
tion of the opium, which had been too frequently repeated by 
mistake, the uterus expelled the child with one pain, thus illus- 
trating my statement that opium does not possess the power of 
arresting normal uterine contractions. 

Hour-Glass, Contractions, ete.—While hour-glass, cylindrical, 
or other irregular tonic contractions of the uterus (particularly 
those which occur after the expulsion of the foetus) may be (and 
doubtless are sometimes) spontaneous; still, in my experience, 
they have always seemed to be due to ergot. Since I have 
learned the special power of opium, as set forth in this paper, 
I have used it in these cases with invariable success, although 
some of the most approved obstetric authorities say such use 
‘is objectionable.” 

I will give the following cases in point :— 

CasE V. December, 1864. Mrs. McD., aged about 38. 
Primipara. Labor progressed steadily until the head had fully 
distended the perineum. Retrocession followed every pain; 
and, as they: were neither strong nor long no progress was made. 
The vulva, too, was well dilated, and I gave f 5jss. Squibb’s fl. 
ext. ergot to complete the delivery. Fifteen minutes afterward 
the peculiar contractions produced by ergot commenced, and 
the child was soon born. Placing my hand upon the fundus of 
the uterus (it having been pressed upon by the hand of an as- 
sistant while the child was being delivered, and the funis tied 
and severed), I discovered it to be much elongated, reaching 
above the umbilicus; and, making a vaginal examination, found 
the placenta to be beyond the reach of my fingers, and, intro- 
ducing the hand, discovered it so tightly grasped by an hour- 
glass contraction that I could not remove it. Gave morph. 
sulph. gr. }, noting the time. A little less than half an hour 
afterward, I was awakened (having fallen asleep from great 
fatigue) by a contraction of the uterus under my hand. The 
placenta was expelled with considerable impulse, and the uterus 
contracted down almost entirely below the os pubis (which, by 
the way, judging by my experience, it seldom does, teachers 
and text-books to the contrary notwithstanding). 

Case VI. Mrs. S., multipara. A delayed labor dependent 
upon inefficient pains. Gave f. 3jss. ergot. The ‘child being 
born, I delivered the placenta at once (as I now invariably do 
after giving ergot). A cylindrical contraction immediately fol- 
lowed, the fundus rising considerably above the umbilicus, in 
fact almost as high as the ensiform cartilage. The cylinder 
was about three inches in diameter, firmly and uniformly con- 
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tracted. An opiate was given, and in due time a permanent, 
lobular contraction followed. 

Dr. J. D. Trask, in his essay upon “ Rupture of the Uterus,” 
published in the American Journal of Medical Sviences, Janu- 
ary and April, 1848, gives four cases of rupture of the uterus 
due to ergot. Malgaigne and others have reported similar 
cases. The following case is given to show how this accident 
might be produced in a diseased or even very powerful uterus, 
as well as to illustrate the apparently antagonistic effects of 
ergot and opium upon the gravid uterus. 

CasE VII. Mrs. M., multipara, about 35. Previous con- 
finements easy. Present labor not worthy of note until the os 
was nearly obliterated, a ring only being left, when dilatation 
was for some unknown reason arrested, and no progress made 
foran hour. The uterine contractions then becoming inefficient, 
gave 3jss. ergot. As soon as the pains peculiar to ergot began, 
I made an examination, and found the os less dilated than be- 
fore, and its fibres contracting with those of the body. Gave 
gr. 4, morph. sulph. Within half an hour the pains had become 
more like those of a “physiological labor,” the os uteri relaxed 
and became dilated, and the expulsion of the child speedily fol- 
lowed. 

I gave opium in this case, with the expectation that it would 
produce a relaxation of the circular fibres of the os. It seems 
to have exerted this power in opposition to ergot as effectually 
as in the “‘hour-glass”’ and other irregular contractions above 
mentioned. 

It may readily be seen that the simultaneous action of the 
ergot upon the os and body might have caused a rupture of the 
uterus. The contractions produced by ergot are continuous. 
I have often observed, however, that they have not been gen- 
eral, but have occurred in different sets of fibres successively. 
Herein lies one great danger of its use. In these, as well as 
all other irregular contractions of the uterus, I find opium a 
prompt and reliable remedy. In fact, I now use it in those 
cases of delayed labor dependent on inefficient uterine contrac- 
tions, instead of ergot. 

This property being established, the administration of opium 
admits of wide application in uterine therapeutics. In dysme- 
norrheea, abortion, irregular contractions of the uterus of all 
kinds, previous, during, and subsequent to labor, and in placenta 
previa as an adjuvant to Barnes’ dilator, it will be found to be 
a valuable remedy; more certain in desired action (when given 
under proper indications) than any other remedy in our profes- 
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sion. Such at least it has been in my hands in quite an exten- 
sive obstetric experience. 

In dysmenorrhea, opium is given to quiet the contractions of 
the circular fibres (when this variety is present). In abortion, 
it is administered in the hope that the pains are caused by ir- 
regular contractions; and, if there is no dilatation (producing a 
partial separation of the membranes), it will often prove suc- 
cessful. If, on the contrary, the process has progressed so far 
as to render abortion inevitable, opium promotes it by relaxing 
the circular fibres of the os. It may appear at first strange to 
hear such apparently opposite properties ascribed to a remedy; 
but there is no inconsistency in the statement. The irregular 
(colicky) contractions do not constitute abortion, but they may 
produce it; and there is much less risk in a temporarily relaxed 
os uteri without pain, than in a normal condition of the os, with 
contractions of any kind in the body. In the “irregular con- 
tractions” at term (as in Cases V., VI., and VII.), it acts 
promptly, 

I will state that cases might have been multiplied to a large 
number illustrating this subject; but the practical value of my 
paper would not have been enhanced at all, as the cases selected 
are as well or better-marked instances, each of its kind, than 
any others recorded by me since I commenced my observations 
seven years ago. (I had previously observed its powerlessness 
in quieting physiological uterine contractions, in the lying-in 
wards of Bellevue Hospital, while an interne.) 

With respect to the mode of administration, I am not aware 
that it makes any difference what preparation of opium is used. 
I have generally employed solid opium pills, grs. 1 to 3, or 
morph. sulph., gr. 4 to 4 (the latter given dry on the tongue if 
nausea is present) at term. In abortion, if seen early, 1 give 
enemas of corresponding strength, usually employing from 3ss. 
to 3]. doses of opii. tinct., in a tablespoonful of warm water, to 
be repeated after three hours if the pains continue, or later, if 
they return after being quieted. If abortion can not be pre- 
vented, the hypodermic syringe and Barnes’ dilator of tampon 
are preferable. I have not used the hypodermic method at 
term, having been satisfied with the more gradual effects of ad- 
ministration by mouth; and, besides, I have thought that per- 
haps its rapid absorption into the maternal circulation might be 
injurious to the child. I have never observed any such effects 
following the administration by mouth. And, what is very 
singular, it seldom induces somnolericy in the mother. 

There are cases in which the os uteri (from previous inflam- 
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mation) is almost, and sometimes entirely, undilatable, over 
which opium (in common with all other known therapeutic 
agents) exercises no control, and for which the knife is the 
remedy. 

In conclusion, it will be seen that the theory set forth in this 
paper explains phenomena in the action of opium upon the 
gravid uterus, which have hitherto, from the time of Denman 
to the present, been regarded as exceptional, and that it es- 
tablishes the value of this remedy as a parturient agent. 

My object in calling the attention of the profession to these 
peculiar and very useful properties of opium has been the pro- 
motion of a wider knowledge, and a more general application of 
them in practice; and I feel assured, that if opium is adminis- 
tered in the conditions and doses above indicated, it would not 
disappoint the obstetric practitioner.—New York Med. Journal. 





ON GELSEMINIA. 
By C. L. EBERLE. 


Query 11th. —Is the so-called “gelseminia” a neutral or alkaloid principle? 
Does it exist in the leaves and in the wood of the root, or only in the bark? 
And does it represent the activity of the plant? 

The root of gelsemium sempervirens has for a considerable 
time been employed in the medical practice of portions of our 
country as a nervous and arterial sedative—in large doses oc- 
casioning dizziness, dimness of vision, dilated pupil, and uni- 
versal prostration, reducing the force and frequency of the pulse 
and the frequency of respiration, and producing insensibility to 
pain, but without stupor or delirium. 

It is, therefore, exceedingly potent, and I am cognizant of at 
least two cases of poisoning by its unintentional use—one re- 
sulting in the death of the individual, the other recovering only 
upon the prompt administration of an antidote. 

During the past 20 years, various writers have commented 
rg its uses and effects in the different medical journals of the 

ay. 

So far as I can learn, no published account of the existence 
of an alkaloid, covering the active principle of gelsemium sem- 
pervirens exists, if I may except a reference to its appearance 
by Mr. Henry Kollock, Amer. Journ. Pharm., xxvi, 203, which 
was not elaborated. Yet I have received private statements of 
its presence and production, and have been privileged to ex- 
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amine an impure sample of the so-called “gelseminia,”’ prepared 
by Prof. Maisch, which gave decided alkaline reaction with ap- 
propriate tests. 

This gelseminia was produced by the following process:— 

An alcoholic tincture was evaporated to smail bulk, diluted 
with water to precipitate resin, filtered, precipitated with tannic 
acid, treated with hydrated oxide of lead, exhausted by alcohol, 
and evaporated; before dryness, ether was added, and upon 
spontaneous evaporation greenish-red crystals, mixed with resin- 
ous matter, resulted. 

With a view to properly determine this query, early arrange- 
ments were made to procure from Albany, State of Georgia, 
through Messrs. Welsh, a supply of gelsemium sempervirens, 
which, being collected at the proper period, arrived during the 
spring of the present year. Upon examination, the sack for- 
warded contained portions of the entire plant, the gross weight 
of which was 6 avoirdupois pounds, 13 ozs. being roots, 13} ozs. 
leaves, the remainder vines; and were shipped in this form in 
consequence of a misunderstanding, my purpose requiring. but 
the roots and leaves. 

The roots being prepared for percolation, were exhausted with 
strong alcohol, the tincture evaporated to the measure of a few 
fluid ounces (3), water added carefully to precipitate a portion 
of the resin. A green fixed oil removed from the surface of the 
liquid with bibulous paper, by absorption, filtered, a solution of 
tannic acid added, until a precipitate was no longer produced’; 
the mixture allowed to settle, poured from the precipitate, fil- 
tered; the filters preserved and dried, cut into small pieces, 
and, with the precipitate aforementioned, dried; powdered and 
digested with hydrated sesquioxide of iron. This was dried, 
exhausted by ether, and the etherial solution evaporated spon- 
taneously. 

The result to the naked eye exhibited an amorphous mass, 
but with a glass of ordinary power revealed groupings ‘of acicu- 
lar crystals, insoluble in water, and whose ‘solution in acid by 
the aid of heat was not affected by either iodohydrargyrate of 
potassium or phosphomolybdie acid. 

On the platinum foil, heated to redness, no trace of a stain 
was shown. 

Placed upon the tongue in minute quantity, a slight bitter- 
ness was manifested, and, after an interval, followed by a de- 
cided acrimony, extending to the throat, remaining for several 
hours; this acrimony, however, is probably due to the presence 
of a slight quantity of a principle resulting from the next ex- 
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periment. The solution in ether having failed to develope an 
alkaline principle, strong alcohol was poured through the mass 
just treated with ether, the same being freed from its traces. 

Upon evaporation, groups of crystals formed, a portion of 
which I here exhibit. There is a slight resinous impurity also 

resent, but not sufficient in amount to embarass the complete 
exhibition of the crystalline structure. The solution is simply 
opalescent by reflected light. 

This result gives the characteristic reaction with Mayer's 
test, as well as phosphomolybdic acid, and restores the blue 
color of litmus paper, which has been slightly reddened by 
fumes of hydrochloric acid. 

Heated on platinum foil to redness, it inflames and is dissi- 
pated, with scarcely a trace of stain. 

One-eighth of a grain troy administered to a young cat pro- 
duced the] symptomatic effects ascribed to an over dose of the 
drug, accompanied by much frothing at the mouth, and result- 
ing in its death. An equal amount of the neutral product simi- 
larly administered to a kitten caused no manifest inconvenience. 
It is therefore to be presumed the principle soluble in alcohol, 
and which is also dissolved by diluted alcohol and hot water, is 
the representative principle of the drug, and which, if isolated 
in quantity, would prove to be its equal in therapeutic power. 

I am pleased to be able to state that arrangements are being 
made to experiment with a large quantity of the bark of the 
root by one of our most competent associates; and the Associa- 
tion may hope to have a full account of the therapeutic action 
of this alkaloid at a future meeting—probably the next. 

The wood of the root can be safely asserted, from careful ex- 
periment, to contain none of the alkaloid. 

The full amount of leaves in my possession (13} ozs.) were 
powdered and percolated by strong alcohol to exhaustion, con- 
centrated, strongly acidulated by acetic acid, allowed to rest 
for a day, filtered and evaporated to a syrupy consistence by 
gentle heat. To this, alcohol containing one-tenth part of 
sulphuric acid was added, and digested. 

This was neutralized by lime in slight excess, concentrated 
and allowed to rest, diluted with water and filtered; the pre- 
cipitate was washed with diluted alcohol, and the liquid decol- 
orized with animal charcoal, filtered, and evaporated by water 
bath to dryness. The residue powdered, exhausted by alcohol, 
with animal charcoal, filtered and evaporated spontaneously. 
This manipulation should exhibit the presence of the alkaloid 
in the leaf, should any exist. I have not entirely finished my 
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examination of it, but will communicate to Prof. Maisch the 
result of the investigation.—Proceedings of American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, at 16th Annual Meeting, held Sept., 1868, 


ON THE PREPARATION OF PYROPHOSPHATE OF 
IRON.

Query No. 26. It is found that the cee of the Pharmacopeia for pyro- 
hosphate of iron yields a preparation which it is sometimes impossible to scale, 
the a better process be devised ? 

Pyrophosphate of iron rendered soluble by means of citrate 
of ammonia was first proposed by M. E. Robiquet, to the Acad- 
emy of Medicine at Paris. As prepared by him, the gelatinous 
precipitate was dissolved in citrate of ammonia solution, and a 
syrup was made from this solution. This process was improved 
by Prof. Proctor; the result was also a syrup. The formula, 
as it occurs at present in the United States Pharmacopeia, is 
that of Dr. E. R. Squibb, and exhibits the finished product in 
scales. 

The pharmacopeeia process is to ignite the 2NaO, HO, PO, 
+24HO, thereby converting it into the 2NaO, PO,. This is 
dissolved in water and mixed with solution of tersulphate of 
iron, at a temperature not exceeding 50° Fahr.; the resulting 
pulpy precipitate washed thoroughly and dissolved in solution 
of citrate of ammonia. 

This process I have been disappointed in; it scales but im- 
perfectly, and sometimes not at all. 

I am not alone in my complaint; several have tried the same 
process and failed to get satisfactory results. After having 
tried faithfully for four times this process, I devised a slight 
modification, which gave me the most satisfactory results, never 
failing once to scale handsomely. 

The process:—Take of the magma obtained from 8} oz. of 
pyrophosphate of soda (which is about 6} times as much by 
weight)— 

Aqua ammoniz. - ei he : 1 pint. 
Citric acid, - - - - - 6 oz. 

Mix the pyrophosphate of iron (the magma) with the am- 
monia, and digest at a gentle water-bath heat, for 6 to 8 hours; 
then gradually add, constantly stirring, the 6 oz. of citric acid, 
dissolved in two pints of distilled water, wntid the ammonia is 
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neutralized, and the precipitate dissolved. Filter or decant, if 
necessary ; evaporate to the consistency of a thick syrup; paint 
on glasses and scale as usual. The change which takes place 
on the addition of the ammonia is different from the appear- 
ance producediby the addition of citrate of ammonia solution. 

In the case of the addition of aqua ammoniz, the magma 
turns, in a few hours, of brick-red color; and in the case of the 
addition of citrate of ammonia solution, it dissolves to a gum 
color, similar to the iodide of iron liquor, before adding the 
syrup. 
vf now, you add the citric acid to the brick-red colored 
magma, it gradually dissolves and becomes a greenish color by 
transmitted light, and dark-brown, almost black, when concen- 
trated by reflected light. 

That there is a different apportioning of elements produced 
by the modification, no one can deny. In the first you have 
pyrophosphate of iron in solution, by means of citrate of am- 
monia, a mixture of neutral salts. i the second you have, on 
the addition of ammonia, pyrophosphate of ammonia and ses- 
quioxide of iron, which latter exists in a free state. On the 
addition of the citric acid it unites with the sesquioxide of iron, 
forming the citrate of the sesquioxide, mixed with the phosphate 
of ammonia. I think from this it will be seen that the com- 
position is changed, the iron in the pharmacopeia formula 
(Squibb’s) existing asa pyrophosphate; the iron in my modifi- 
cation existing as a citrate of the sesquioxide. 

As the Pharmacopeia Committee consider their preparation 
an intimate admixtrue of ferruginous and ammoniacal salts, I 
do not consider I have violated the U. S. P.

KENTUCKY SCHOOL OF MEDICINE. 


LovIsvILLE, Ky., May 20th, 1869. 
At a meeting of the Faculty of this School, May 13th, the 


following preamble and resolution were unanimously adopted : 

Wuereas, The medical colleges of the United States have, 
hitherto, in vain sought for an expression of the wish of the 
American Medical Profession in regard to the amount of fees 
proper for a single official course of collegiate lectures; and 

Wuereas, The American Medical Association did, by a vote 
conspicuously unanimous, decide on the 6th of May, 1869, that 
$120 should be accepted as the MINIMUM amount to be charged 
for such a course of lectures; and 

Wuereas, This vote is morally and honorably binding upon 
all who personally or by delegated authorlty entered into it; 
and 

Wuereas, The Faculty of the Kentucky School of Medi- 
cine, in common with all reputable members of the Medical 
Profession, accepts the decisions of the American Medical As- 
sociation, as representing, through its delegated organizations, 
the sentiment and desire of the great body of American phy- 
sicians ; 

Be tt hereby Resolved, That the Feculty of the Kentucky 
School of Medicine acknowledges this officially expressed wish 
of the Association as its guide in this relation, and that it will 
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hereafter charge $120 for each official course of its collegiate 
lectures. L. J. FRAZEE, M.D., Dean. 
The above circular from the Kentucky School of Medicine 
is excellent as far as it goes. We wish every Medical College 
in the country would thus officially recognize the authority of 
the American Medical Association. It would afford a good 
prospect for a speedy improvement in the whole system of 
medical education. That Association, at its first meeting, more 
than twenty years since, voted with “conspicuous unanimity” 
that the length of the official College Lecture Terms should be 
six months ; that a standard of preliminary education should be 
required; and it has repeated these votes scarcely less than a 
dozen of times since. Again, at a full meeting in 1866, the 
same Association voted with entire unanimity, not only, in favor 
of a Lecture Term of six months, and a standard of prelimi- 
nary education, but also in favor of three courses of Lectures, 
and a consecutive order by dividing the branches of study and 
the students into three classes, ete. Will the Kentucky School 
of Medicine, and all other schools, as promptly acknowledge 
and adopt all these important recommendations of the Asso- 
ciation as they have the one concerning fees? Most certainly, 
if the National organization is competent to decide what should 
be the minimum fee for an official Lecture Term, it must be 
equally competent to decide what should be the minimum length 
of such Lecture Term, and how many such should be attended 
to render the student elligible to graduation. As has been well 
said by the Editor of the Leavenworth Medical Herald, there 
are other methods of underbidding for students more injurious 
to the profession than simply lowering the nominal lecture fees. 
The giving of credit for lecture fees; the a.option of short 
terms; few examinations; no positive requisition for clinical 
attendance or practical dissections, are all means for attracting 
students and cheapening the Diploma, far more injurious in 
their practical results than an openly adopted low rate of fees. 
Indeed, there can be no uniform standard or rate of Lecture 
fees in our Medical Colleges, until we have secured first uni- 
formity in the plan of their organization, their curriculem of 
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studies, the length of their Lecture terms, and the number of 
such terms to be attended before graduation. The only true 
test of the ‘cheapness’ of a Medical School, is the aggregate 
expense the student is required to incur before obtaining his 
Diploma. For instance, if the Kentucky School of Medicine 
should charge a Lecture fee of $120 00, and require the stu- 
dent to attend two courses of four months each before gradua- 
tion, the student’s aggragate expenses would stand thus: 


Lecture fees, two courses, $120 00 each 
Two courses of four months each, 35 weeks, board $5 00 per week, 





If the Chicago Medical College should charge a Lecture fee 
of only $50 00, and require attendance on three courses of Lec- 
tures of six months each before graduating, the student would 
foot up his aggregate expenses thus: 


Lecture fees, three Courses, $50 00 CACh,,.....cccccscccccccesccccccssrcscsscserecscsssccesccssosces $150 00 
Three courses of six months each, 78 weeks board at $5 00 per week,..........0..+. 390 00 


Total, $540 00 





Would the student have any difficulty in determining which 
was the cheap school? We are in favor of a fair and reason- 


able rate of Lecture fees in all Medical Colleges. We are also 
in favor of making them as nearly uniform as practicable. 
And the foregoing remarks and illustrations have been made 
for the sole purpose of showing that to attain these ends re- 
quires a consideration and adjustment of the whole system of 
Medical College organizations throughout the country. 


Dr. ALDEN Marcu.—Another of the noble and generous 
spirits in our profession has taken its departure. Dr. ALDEN 
Marcu, of Albany, New York, died June 17th, 1869, at the 
age of 74 years. He had practiced medicine in Albany 49 
years; was the founder of the Albany Medical College, and 
the City Hospital, and one of the most eminent practitioners 
and teachers of Surgery in our country. He was known, re- 
spected, and honored by the profession on both sides of the © 
Atlantic. Only a short time since he had donated his valuable 
pathological collection to the Museum of the College, with a 
legacy of $1,000, the interest on which was to keep the Mu- 
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seum in order, and a like sum to the City Hospital, to keep the 
same supplied with instruments. He was a man of great en- 
ergy and perseverance, of high social qualities, and a devoted 
Christian. Although at the ripe age of 74 years, he died in 
the midst of his professional activity and usefulness. Only 
little more than six weeks previous to his death he was in at- 
tendance on the Annual Meeting of the American Medical 
Association, in New Orleans, one of its most honored ex-presi- 
dents; and was congratulated by his friends on account of his 
apparent health and vigor. But so it is; in the midst of life 
the grim messenger is often at the door.

At a meeting of Delegates from Medical Colleges for the 
purpose of considering the question of fees, which was held this 
day, the following Colleges were represented by Delegate or 
letter, viz:

Wuereas, The call for a Convention of Delegates from the 
Medical Colleges of the West, for the purpose of arranging a 
uniform scale of fees, sent by the Faculty of the Medical De- 
partment of the University of Louisville to the Colleges of 
Nashville, Memphis, Cincinnati, Columbus, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis, and Louisville, has met with 
a cordial response in person or by letter from a majority of said 
Colleges; and 

Wuereas, The fact that several of said Colleges have issued 
their Announcements for the ensuing sessions, makes definite 
action at present impossible; and 

Wuereas, The views and opinions of the various schools as 
given by delegates and letters differ greatly; therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is the hope of this Convention that a uni- 
form scale of charges shall be adopted by all the Medical Col- 
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leges of our country, and we do most earnestly advise such a 
scale as shall be agreed upon; and it is our belief that the glory 
and usefulness of our profession would be enhanced by the 
adoption of the highest rate advised by the American Medical 
Association. 

Resolved, It is not less to be hoped that all the Medical Col- 
leges of our country would fix a higher standard of preliminary 
and medical education as a pre-requisite for graduation. 

Resolved, That the Convention request all the Medical Col- 
leges in the United States to send each one Delegate to a meet- 
ing to be held in Washington, on Monday, May 2d, 1870, to 
take efficient steps toward carrying out in good faith the recom- 
mendations of the American Medical Association in reference 
to medical education, and also to form a permanent association 
of American medical teachers. 

Resolved, That a copy of these proceedings be sent to all the 
medical journals in the country.

TREATMENT OF LEAD Porsontne.—Dr. Wm. Frank-Smith 
states (Lancet) that in lead-poisoning the treatment by iodide 
of potassium has been less efficacious in his practice than by 
sulphuric acid and the sulphates. The formula used by him, 
which acts, he says, ‘“‘ with remarkable celerity and certainty,” 
is as follows:—Sulphate of quinine, sulphate of iron, of each, 
one grain; strychnia, 2; of a grain; dilute sulphuric acid, five 
minims; sulphate of magnesia, one drachm; water, one ounce: 
three times a day.— lV. Y. Med. Gazette. 


PARALYSIS FOLLOWING THE USE OF CHLOROFORM.—At the 
session of the k. k. Gesellsch. d. Aerzte, Vienna, Feb. 19, there 
was reported a case in which the patient became completely 
aphonic and aphasic after awaking from the slight degree of 
narcosis required for the removal of a tooth. There was also 
at that time considerable spasm of the glottis, most marked 
during inspiration. The loss of voice and speech continued 
during five weeks; but for three weeks past, the patient has 
been able to speak in a low voice. The treatment up to the 
date of report was mainly by electricity; the constant stream 
is found most useful. Dr. Hofmokl, who reported the case, 
believes that the symptoms were due to cerebral apoplexy, 
caused by the chloroform narcosis. The patient was a perfectly 
healthy woman, a cook, aged 22, and never had hysteria.— 
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Wochenbl. d. k. k. Ges. d. A. in W., Mar. 3.—Boston Med. 
and Surg. Journal. 


_ At the meeting of the Lyceum of Natural History, on Mon- 

, day last, Professor Edwards brought forward a useful applica- 
tion of the spectroscope to the pharmaceutist’s business. He 
had noticed that druggists had put chemicals which were affected 
by sunlight in blue bottles—the very worst color to use, as it 
permitted nearly all the chemical rays to pass through. At his 
suggestion, yellow bottles had been substituted by a member of 
his class; this color stopping all the chemical rays. The ques- 
tion was, to determine the exact tint of yellow to use. By 
means of the spectroscope, in a few seconds he had been able 
to pick out the best glass to make the bottles of, as the spec- 
trum was more shortened by some than by others.—V. Y. Med. 
_ Fazette. 


CuRE OF CATARACT WITHOUT OPERATION.—Dr. Travignor 
has communicated to the Paris Academy of Medicine a method 
by which cataract may be cured without an operation. It con- 

‘sists in applying to the diseased eye a phosphureted collyrium, 
‘which operates by gradually restoring the transparency of the 
crystalline lens, from the circumference to the centre, which is 
the last to yield. The formula is as follows:—Oil of sweet 
almonds, 80 grammes; phosphorus, 10 centigrammes; dissolve 
in a water bath at 80 deg. centigrade, in a close and full vessel. 
Three or four times a day, 4 grammes of this solution should 
‘be instilled between the eyelids of the diseased organ, continu- 
ing to do so for several months.— The Med. Mirror and Med. 
Record.—N. Y. Med. Gazette. 


MorTaLity IN THE Hore, Diev.—Vicq. d’ Az yr and La- 
voisier having been requested by the Academy of Sciences of 
Paris to compare with respect to the relative mortality the 
Hotel Dieu and La Charite, have signed a report in which the 
following passage occurs: ‘‘The Hotel Dieu, in fifty-two years, 
out of 1,008,741 patients has lost 244,720, a proportion of one 
in four and a-half. La Charite, which has only had a mortality 
of one in seven and a-half, has lost 168,700. From these sta- 
tistics results the fearful consideration that the Hotel Dieu has 
in fifty-two years cost France 99,044 citizens, whose lives 
would have been preserved if the Hotel Dieu had enjoyed as 
favorable position as that of La Charite. The loss of life in 
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these fifty-two years represent 1906 deaths a-year, about the 
tenth part of the total and continuous mortality of Paris. The 
maintenance of this hospital, or rather of the situation which 
it occupies, produces therefore the same effect as would a plague 


which unceasingly desolated the capital. , 
¢ 


VaGInitiIs.—Dr. Neftel, of New York, relates three cases of 
vaginitis occurring in women of high social position; in one of 
whom, on account of the aggravated form of the disease, sexual 
intercourse had become impossible, coincident with a saturnine 
intoxication, resulting from the prolonged use of a cosmetic 
containing lead. The intoxication manifested itself by paral- 
ysis and atrophy of the extensors, so that the patients were 
unable to extend their hands, fingers, or thumbs, while the sup- 
inator muscles, as well as the deltoid, biceps, and triceps, were 
in a normal state. The electro-muscular contractility and sen- 
sibility were very much diminished, if not entirely abolished® 
Two of the patients were cured by the internal use of the iodide 
of potassium and sulphur, and without having employed any 
local means for the vaginitis. It disappeared at the same time 
with the paralysis, so that the married woman who had hitherto | 
been sterile, and had for that cause consulted Dr. Marion Sims, , 
has since become a mother.—L’ Union Medicale and Am. Jour. 
of Obstetrics.—N. Y. Med. Gazette. 


ON CERTAIN PHYSICAL AND PHYSIOLOGICAL PROPERTIES OF 
Muscies.—M. Chmoulevitch has just published, on the above 
‘ question, an interesting paper, which may be summed up thus:" 
—1. When heat acts upon a muscle at rest, it produces two 
effects—one purely physical the other physiological. The 
physical effect is observed only between 2 and 28 degrees cen- 
tigrade. Between these limits, the muscle acts, under the in- 
fluence of heat, in a manner opposed to all other known bodies: 
it shortens in becoming warm, and lengthens in cooling. 2. 
Beyond 28 degrees centigrade, the purely physical influence 
which has just been described is complicated by a novel action 
of a physiological nature. If the temperature of the muscle be 
raised in a regular manner up to 40 or 41 degrees, a shorten- 
ing is produced, of which the rapidity increases between 35 and 
41 degrees; the muscle is in a condition which has been termed 
rigidity through heat. 3. When it is required to produce this 
kind of rigidity in two muscles, one of which has been separated 
from the body two or three hours before the other, a higher 
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degree of temperature must be employed for the first muscle. 
4, The size of the muscle diminishes during cadaveric rigidity. 
5. The specific weight of the muscle increases under the same 
,influence. 6. At the same time, the absolute weight of the 
e¢muscle diminishes. 7. The size of the muscle diminishes in 
@like manner during rigidity through heat. 8. The mechanical 
tension of the musgles also produces a diminution of their size. 
. This result, according to the mechanical theory of heat, is in 
accordance with another fact, which is—9. That in muscles 
(and especially living thuscles) a certain quantity of heat is set 
free under the influence of mechanical tension.—Lancet.—N.

They are also flavored with 
some kind of liqueur, and would never be suspected to be medi- 8 
cine by any child. Beside the bon-bons, the solution is kept 
in bottles, in a form suitable for drinking with food. The 
pyrophosphate of iron is also prepared in a similar way, thus 
affording phosphorus and iron at the same time. This prepara- 
tion of iron has not been introduced in the United States, and 
ought to be better known.—Journal of Applied Chemistry.—N.

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The increase of mortality is quite marked compared with the 
month of May, 1868; and is not to be wondered at, when the 
extremes of temperature and the great amount of rain that has 
fallen are borne in mind. More deaths resulted from accidental 
causes this year than last, whilst the mortality by brain dis- 
eases is less. The increase, however, by pulmonary and bowel 
affections is decided, being 88 more. Owing to the compara- 
tive immunity from contagious diseases, the climatic influences
